GHI Annual Membership Meeting 
Election Announced for May 15

The Annual Membership Meeting and Elections for Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. were set for May 15, 16 (Wednesday and Thursday) 
by the GHI Board of Directors at their regular meeting last Thurs- 
day. The directors also discussed the recommended changes to 
the by-laws that they have been working over for more than a 


month. 

The major business of the annual 
meeting is expected to be the pre- 
sentation to the membership of the 
revised by-laws and the election of 
five new directors to the board. 
Four of the nine men currently 
serving on the board will finish 
their terms of office in May — Allen 
Morrison, Frank lLastner, Harry 
Zubkoff and Joe Comproni. The 
unexpired term of Ed Peters (until 
May 1964) must also be filled by 
the membership — Bernard Bor- 
denet, appointed by the board, is 
filling that vacancy until the com- 
ing election. Those four directors 
whose terms do not expire until 
May 1964 are Bill Helm, Henry 
Brautigam, Joe Cherry and Ed Bur- 
goon. 

Committee Flare-Up 

Discussion of a proposed change 
in the duties of the Nominations 
Committee brought heated remarks 
and the resignation in protest of 
By-laws Committee member Matt- 
hew Amberg. Director Comproni 
had asked the committee to incor- 
porate into the section a provision 
that the Nominations Committee 
must accept and place on the bal- 
lot the name of all who wish to 


—_-_ tun_in-any-GHT election. Comproni 


said he was opposed to allowing 
the committee to embarass candi- 
dates, as he stated happened in 
the last election, by. refusing to 
endorse’ them. Amberg replied 
that anyone may place his name in 
nomination through the petition 
route, thus circumventing the Nom- 
inations Committee. Amberg strong- 
ly argued that to take away the 
discretionary function of the Nom- 
inations Committee would reduce it 
to a “hollow mockery, a rubber 
stamp.” 

In spite of this objection, the 
by-laws committee was asked to 
incorporate Comproni’s request into 
the language of the Nominations 
Committee section of the by-laws. 
Amberg then offered his resigna- 
tion from the by-laws committee 
in protest over the board dicta- 
ting to the committee what it should 
recommend. Amberg and Commit- 
tee chairman Charles Schwan sta- 
ted they could not in good con- 
science include in their recommen- 
dations to the board a proposal 
they felt was wrong. They argued 
that they must be allowed to re- 
tain their right to reject proposals 
from the board. 

Audit Committee 

There were a number of changes 
in the new section on the Audit 
Committee, mostly involving a few 
words to clarify a point. A contro- 
versial subject arose over whether 
the GHI Audit Committee could 
be given the power to look over the 
GDC bocks. General manager Roy 
Breashears was directed to obtain 
a legal opinion on whether this 
might damage the financial insula- 
tion of GHI from GDC ventures. 
This led to considerable discussion 
on the merits of “control” 
“insulation”’. 

Amberg asked that legal help be 
obtained to incorporate into the 
GHI By-laws control by GHI mem- 
bership over GDC. Counsel ‘had 
advised that GHI probably could 
not control GDC beyond the elec- 
tion of GDC directors or there would 
be no financial insulation. (GDC, 
the corporation which manages the 
Parkway apartments, was set up 
with the concept of insulation and 
no direct control because GHI mem- 
bers were unwilling to take the 
supposed financial risk at that

Precedent Broken 
In GDC Election 
Of New Board 


The Greenbelt Development Cor- 
poration (GDC) held its annual 
stockholders meeting. last Thurs- 
day night in order to elect a new 
board of directors for the coming 
year. This was the first time that 
this meeting was held before ra- 
ther than after the GHI annual 
meeting and election. Elected to 
the board were Bernard Bordenet, 
Henry Brautigam, Joseph Cherry, 
Joe Comproni, Allen Morrison, Har- 
ry Zubkoff - all members of the 
current GHI board - and Charles 
Schwan. 


The meeting opened with a dis- 
cussion on who was eligible to 
participate. Ed Peters had recently 
resigned from the GHI board but 
was still a member of the GDC 
board. Bordenet had been appoint- 
ed to replace Peters on the GHI 
board. It was determined that 
since this was a meeting of GHI, 
acting in their capacity as stock- 
holders of GDC, Bordenet and not 
Peters was eligible to sit at the 
table. 

In regard to the election of a 
new GDC board, it was noted that 
the GDC by-laws set the date as 
the fourth Tuesday in March unless 
advance notice of change is given, 
although GDC has customarily post- 
poned its meeting until after the 
GHI annual meeting. (The GHI 
by-laws have been changed to move 
the annual GHI election from 
March to May, but through over- 
sight no similar change was made 
in the GDC by-laws.) Ed Bur- 
goon commented that it was unfor- 
tunate that the GDC by-laws had 
not been changed to comply with 
the GHI by-laws. GHI General 
Manager Roy Breashears then said 
he felt the corporation would not 
be jeopardized in any way, from 
management’s point of view, if the 
by-laws were not followed again 
this year and the election post- 
poned until after the GHI election. 

Postponement Defeated 

A motion by Harry Zubkoff to 
postpone the election of GDC di- 
rectors until after the coming GHI 
election (May 15, 16) was defeated 
4-3. Zubkoff said he did not be- 
lieve the Board would be doing 
anything illegal, and that he did 
believe that postponement would 
be the proper thing to do. Helm, 
Speaking against the motion, sta- 
ted that if following the May elec- 
tions, the directors of GHI (stock- 
holders of GDC) were unhappy with 
the composition of the GDC board. 
they could then call a stockholders 
meeting to elect new GDC directors. 

Helm then nominated the current 
board of GHI to serve for a one 
year term. as directors of GDC. 
4ubkoff asked for a clarification of 
the relationship between the two 
corporations GDC and GHI. Helm 
responded that the normal control 
ection tattle ee a a A 
time.) 

Comproni suggested this question 
might be taken to the membership 
— insulation with no control, or no 
insulation with control. He sug- 
gested the whole subject had arisen 
Over “an unpopular decision” re- 
cently made (presumably the issue 
of charging the News Review rent) 
and asked, “Do you want to destroy 
the corporation (GDC) to remove 
that decision?”

of directors and no more, and he 
noted it would be better if there 
‘were some non-GHI directors serv- 
ing as directors of GDC. Ed Bur- 
goon then declined the nomination 
in order to open a place for a 
non-GHI director. Ed Peters de- 
clined nomination, Charles Schwan 
accepted, and was elected along 
with the other eight. Burgoon and 
Zubkoff abstained from voting. 


New Board Elects Officers 

Comproni then moved into a GDC 
board meeting for the purpose of 
electing officers. Bordenet was 
nominated for President by Helm. 
Zubkoff objected to the procedings 
on the grounds that notice of the 
GDC meeting had not been given 
in advance and the GHI agenda 
was so long that the GHI Board 
would have considerable difficulty 
in adjourning at a reasonable hour. 
He also stated he would appreciate 
having two weeks to think over 
the election of officers. The ob- 
jections were overruled and Bor- 
denet elected as president. Helm 
nominated Allan Morrison, vice 
president and Joe Comproni, Trea- 
surer. Both were elected, Harry 
Zubkoff opposed. When Schwan, 
Helm, Cherry and Lastner all de- 
clined nomination for secretary, 
upon a motion by Zubkoff it was 
Gecided to hold the election of a 
secretary over to the next regular 
GDC meeting.

Council Awards 


$113,635 Contract 
For City Building 


The goal of a Greenbelt municipal 
office building was finally realized 
last Monday night when the city 
council awarded a contract in the 
amount of $113,635 to Bishop Con- 
struction Company of Baltimore. 
Bids for the construction of the new 
building were received from nine 
companies, ranging in amount up 
to $146,000. It is hoped that the 
building will be completed by Oc- 
tober 1. 

The site for the new municipal 
building is the grassy area along 
Crescent road adjoining the Center 
School property between the school 
and the bank. Current plans call 
for a new entrance to the West 
parking lot next to the municipal 
building. The present entrance to 
the parking lot next to the bank 
will be sodded over. 


The city asked for two separate 
bids — a base bid and an additional 
bid which would include the cost 
of sidewalks, gutters, driveways, 
exterior utility work, and land- 
scaping. This was done so that if 
the bids were above the $120,000 
limit placed by council on the pro- 
ject, the city could initially award 
the base bid and leave the remaining 
work to a future date. As it turned 
out, three bids were received within 
the general limitations. 


The total funds available in the 
special public construction fund 
(including bonds authorized but not 
yet issued) are $168,163. 
chitect’s fee of $7,000 will reduce 
this sum to $161,163. After sub- 
tracting the cost of the building 
construction, the city will have 
over $45,000 left over as reserve to 
meet the cost of site improvement, 
interior furnishings and _ fixtures, 
pavement of East-West connecting 
roadway and additional parking 
space, and other additional utility 
expenses. 

New Building 

Plans and specifications for the 
simple contemporary designed build- 
ing were prepared by architects 
Walton & Madden. The building, 
containing 6,386 Square feet of floor 
area on two levels, will house the 
city administrative offices, council 
chambers, and police station. Its 
exterior walls will be face brick 
with cinder block backup. Interior 
walls will be painted cinder block. 
The building will be heated by a 
gas-fired hot water system with 
baseboard radiation and also air- 
conditioned. 

The construction of the new mu- 


‘nicipal building is the third and 


final. phase of a 
program initiated in 1959 by the 
city. The city completed construc- 
tion of its fire station and its Youth 
Center in 1960. T'he building pro- 
gram is being financed out of the 
proceeds of the sale of city pro- 
perty to the county and the sale of 
bonds in the amount of $290,000.

Springhill Lake to Open Soon 

According to Mr. Joseph L. War- 
ring, Executive Manager of Spring- 
hill Lake, the town houses will be 
ready for occunaney April 1 and 
apartment buildings nos. 10 and 
11 by May 1. 


The ar- 


William Martin has applied for 
rezoning the strip of land opposite 
the Junior High school, between 
Edmonston and Kenilworth, from 
RR to I-1 to allow the Stidham 
Tire Co. to locate a central opera- 
tions building there. The Advisory 
Planning Board has studied the ap- 
plication and in its report no. 27, 
read by chairman Bernstein, sum- 
marized the pros and cons. The 
advantages of an increase in tax 
base are outweighed in the APB’s 
view by the lack of safeguarcs 
against undesirable industrializa- 
tion of the whole area, which is 
directly adjacent to residential 
areas. The report recommended 
that the Maryland-National Capitol 
Park and Planning Commission be 
requested to defer action on the 
application or deny it. 


While council accepted the report, 
it divided on the action to be ta- 
ken. -Councilmen Champion, Phil- 
lips and Canning agreed with the 
recommendation, but Mayor White 
and Councilman Goldfaden felt that 
Stidham was entitled to present 
his case more fully. A meeting 
with Stidham, was therefore set 
up for Saturday, April 6. 


F. Ewing and A. Smith, owners 
of land on Glendale Rd. just across 
the Baltimore-Washington parkway 
from Greenbelt, have applied for 
rezoning from RR to RH which 
would permit high-rise apartments. 
This application, which if success- 
ful would bring large buildings and 
increased population density to the 
immediate vicinity of Greenbelt, is 
due to be considered this month by 
the council. About 115 acres would 
be allocated to high-rise use, 194 
more acres further away being re- 
zoned from RR to Ri8. 


Centerway Left Turn 


The Centerway traffic circulation 
issue was reported on by the- APB 
also, in report No. 26, in- response 
to a citizens’ petition to permit the 
presently forbidden left turn, widen 
the street and, to permit unlimited 
parking after 6 pm. ‘Tihe APB 
feels strongly that such changes 
“would destroy two of the three 
safeguards built into the original 
traffic reversal plan to offset the 
increased hazard of angle parking. 
Centerway would again become a 
through street, increasing the flow 
of traffic and... the traffic hazard 
(and) three-way traffic would have 
to cross the outbound lane of op- 
posing traffic and merge into the 
lane of inbound traffic.” The re- 
port pointed out that a proposed 
connecting road between the east 
and west parking lots would make 
the present arrangement more ef- 
fective, later on. 


Though council accepted the re- 
port, it did not go along with the 
recommendation but preferred, on 
an amendment by Canning, to al- 
low the left turn for a trial per- 
iod of 60 days. Thus ordinance 
484 which forbids the left turn 
into the east parking lot is waived 
temporarily, but will be automo- 
tically in force again after this per- 
iod. 


New Recreation Board 

The recreation program in Green- 
belt underwent a major change, 
with the passage of an ordinance 
combining the Teen Club Advisory 
Board and the Recreation Advisory 
Committee into a new Recreation 
Advisory Board consisting of 12 
members. Joseph O’Loughlin of 11- 
R Laurel spoke vigorously against 
this action. In his view the Teen 
Club had been Singled out unfairly, 
and could not operate as freely 
under direct city Supervision. 

Council members expressed the 
view, however, that the city has 
“responsibility for contro]” of Teen 
Club affairs. It was Suggested that 
the Teen Club representatives could 
operate as a subcommittee within 
the new Board, and also could be 
given control of financia] matters: 
concerned in their operations. Bud 
Dean, chairman of the present Rec-. 
reation Advisory Committee. con- 
curred fully with this principle,

After numerous unsuccessful at- 
‘tempts In the pa nai to get the GHI 
‘board of directors to consider main- 


tenance problems, we are finally 
eettine some action. Whenever 
this subject was brought up at 
board meetings the opposition ad- 


monished the board to 
‘of management” or “nuts and bolts, 
stick to policy matters,” or raised 
a similar roadblock to board -con- 
sideration of maintenance  prob- 
lems. 

It was only after Cherry, Com- 
proni, Helm and Morrison forced 
the establishment of a Mainten- 
ance Committee over the objec- 
tions of the opposition that any ac- 
tion was taken to have the board 
of directors consider a review of 
maintenance of GHI properties. 
Now we are told that the “nuts 
and bolts” we were supposed _ to 
leave to management will cost GHI 
members a cool: million dollars. 
This problem did not develop over- 
night. In our opinion the board 
of directors had better get into 
this maintenance business pronto 
and stay in it, as well as into every 
other subject of importance to 
GHI members. 

Under Maryland law and 
GHI bylaws: it is the duty and 
responsibility of the GHI board of 
cdirectors “to manage the business 
and affairs of the corporation,” 
and not leave the examination and 


“stay out 


solution of problems in the dis- 
cretion of management. These 
problems call for serious and 


lengthy examination by the GHI 
board of directors and full dis- 
semination of information to mem- 
bers so that we can face our mu- 
tual problems intelligently and ar- 
rive at solutions acceptable to our 
members. There is plenty of hard 
work ahead for the GHI board of 
directors attending to matter. of 
direct and vital interest to GHI 
members. Let’s mind our own busi- 
ness and stay out of the motel busi- 
ness.

‘Vo the Editor: 

May I comment upon last week’s 
whole editorial page? First I note 
the language, then the attitudes, 
then the substance. I wonder how 
far forward your readers are car; 
ried by accusations of: 1. “ridicu- 
losity” 2. “ignorance” 3. “completely 
in error historically and otherwise” 
4. “failed to report’ 5. “sinister or 
diabolical plot” 6. “irresponsible and 
vicious’ 7. “pure fabrication” etc. 
Does Mr. Bordenet, who wrote that 
letter, offer it as a model-of “un- 
slanted” reports? 


Mr. Bordenet is widely respected 
for his good heart and, when he 
can keep off the soapbox, for flashes 
of good judgement. In this letter, 
however, aside from the peculiar- 
ities of language quoted above, the 
substance of his comments seems 
to consist of legalisms,-confused and 
of uncertain relevancy.

New York Times, once described 
Russia’s Premier Khrushchev as 
a man with an infinite amount 
of “chutzpah.” “Chutzpah,” he 
explained, is the quality which 
was displayed by the young hood- 
lum who, having brutally mur- 
dered his mother and father in 
cold blood, pleaded for mercy 
on the grounds that he was an 
orphan. This “chutzpah,” this 
same quality of colossal gall, is 
amply displayed in the words and 
actions of Comproni, Helm, Mor- 
rison and Cherry.

While 
they scoff at the News Review 
for trying to resist a mere $2 
increase, they themselves have 
attached so much significance 
to this figure by naming it and 
insisting upon it. While they 
condemn the News Review for 
making an issue of $2 a month, 
they do not mention that the 
News Review voluntarily offered 
to provide about $35 a month in 
advertising value to GHI, an offer 
which they accepted. If the ad- 
ditional $2 is so insignificant to 
the News Review, as they claim, 
how much more insignificant is 
it to GHI? 

And, the greatest “chutzpah” 


of all, while they deliberately 


seek to descredit the News Re-' 


view and to surround it with an 
atmosphere of hostility, they 
claim that their actions will ben-

GHI. 
closed their 
quences of their actions, 











they have failed to measure the 
public reaction within the com- 
munity, and have failed to guage 
the impact of their actions on 
the morale within GHI. Just 
as they are attempting to emas- 
culate the Nominations Com- 
mitee out of blind vindictiveness, 
so are they behaving with re- 
spect to the News Review, with- 
out the regard for the best in- 
terests of GHI. As a result, I 
suggest they they have already 
done incalculable damage to our 
corporate image. Though it is 
intangible and not susceptible 
to easy measurement by people 
who count only in terms of dol- 
lars, this damage is nevertheless 
real. 

As for their accusation that 
I have an “apparent conflict of 
loyalties”, and that I was willing 
to “sacrifice all the benefits” of 
the GHI-GDC relationship: in 
seeking a special membership 
meeting, they are wrong on both 
counts. Far from a “conflict” of 
loyalties, I have a “coincidence” 
of loyalties, but I have studious- 
ly avoided discussing or voting 
on the News Review matter in 
the GHI-GDC board meetings, 
simply to forestall any possible 
criticism by any fair-minded ob- 
servers. This obviously does not 
apply to Comproni, Helm, Mor- 
rison and Cherry. I make it a 
matter of public record now that, 
in my opinion, the course of ac- 
tion they are pursuing is detri- 
mental to both GHI and the 
News Review, and will benefit no 
one. Furthermore, I did not seek 
a special membership meeting; 
650 GHI members did. There is 
no legal ground, and especially 
is there no moral ground, for 
the board to deny the members 
the right to hold such a meeting, 
regardless of the subject matter 
to be discucsed. By dismissing 
the membership petition, the 
board has done further damage 
to GHI, and I suspect the mem- 
bers will not quickly forget this 
affront
